WASHINGTON, June 18 I*—Does 


U. S. Senator Robert-A. Taft (R) 
of Ohio now believe Dwight D. 
Eisenhower no longer is a threat 
for the 1952 Republican presidential 
nomination? 


That report cropped up here yes- 


terday. The general is regarded in 
some quarters as Taft's most ser 
ious obstacle—if the senior Ohio 
senator decides to make a try for 
the presidency. 


A Republican leader who said 


he recently discussed the situation 
with Taft told a reporter that Taft 
apparently now feels Eisenhower 
has been "blocked off" from the 
nomination by his present job a* 
military leader in the North Atlan- 
tic defense alliance set-up. 


Taft has said several times re- 


cently he will not decide for some 
months whether to make an active 
bid for the nomination. Presuma- 
bly, he will not make the try unless 
he feels most Republicans wanl 
him for the job.

Truman Eyes 
Greater Trade 


Signs Bill Extending 
Act For Two Years 


WASHINGTON, J u n e 18 I*)— 


President Truman Saturday signed, 


bill extending the Reciprocal 


Trade Agreements Act tor two 
years, until June 12, 1953. 


He said the U. S. will continue 


its efforts with^ other countries to 
expand trade Ijy "the reduction or 
elimination of barriers,' and thus 
to build up the strength of the free! 
world". 


Among other things, the new law 


prohibits trade concessions to Rus- 
sia and her satellites. 


Truman said, however, that some 


of the new procedural clauses in 
:he measure are "cumbersome and 
superfluous". 


"Although these provisions are 


intended to insure that American 
producers will not suffer serious in- 
jury from the operation of the pro- 
gram," he said, "they do not mate- 
rially add to the safeguards which 
already exist under present admin- 
istrative procedures." 


This apparently was a reference 


to the so-called "peril point" pro- 
vision inserted by Congress re- 
quiring the President to explain_ to 
Congress any reductions in duties 
below a point considered injurious 
to an American industry.

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Heating Plant 
Should Try To 
'Match' House

Whether a family's 
preference 


be for a steam, hot water or 
warm air heating system, there ib 
no reason why the 
preference 


should not be followed if the sys- 
tem can be efficiently and eco- 
nomically adapted to design of the 
house. 


Warm air is most popular, about 


80 per cent of all installations be 
ing of this type. Initial cost of the 
system is lower than the two types 
of wet heat, humidification is more 
easily accomplished and warm air 
ducts use less scarce metal than 
the heavy pipes and radiation re 
quired for wet heat. 


A warm air system is more ap- 


plicable to the small, 
compact 


home than to the long, rambling 
type. But when heat must be con- 
veyed several hundred feet the 
practice is to install steam or hot 
water. 
: 


In an ordinary steam system, : 


the radiators will be either hot 
or cold. They heat and cool off 
eaually fast. With hot water, heat 
comes more slowly but radiators 
remain hot long after the fire goes 
down. Hot

has

widespread use in basementless 
houses which have concrete slab 
floors. 


Loops of copper pine are embed- 


ded two or three inches below the 
surface of the concrete floor and 
the circulation of water through 
those pipes comfortably warms the 
floors and the entire house.

It can cause wood to rot. spoil 


paint surfaces, ruin clothing, bed-| 
ding, books, slot eel luggage and 
sports equipment. 


Being a form of mold —• a 


fungus that can grow on dead 
matter—it is dependent on damp- 
ness and warmth. 


That's why you may find it so 


quickly in new houses—because 
moisture is retained in building 
materials, in the concrete work, 
the mortar, plaster, etc. This mold 
is planted by spores carried in the 
dust in the air. Unless its for- 
mation is prevented or eliminat- 
ed, mildew can do irreparable 
damage. 


But sunlight and dry air will 


kill it, so usually it is not diffi- 
cult to get rid of it. 
The first 


step is to remove all causes of 
dampness wherever possible. 


In some cases dampness Is 


caused by excessive 
condensa- 


tion. A Cincinnati man reports 
a serious example of this type.

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Truman Folds His Hands 


President Truman folded his hands and let a 


strike tie up the nation's shipping without invok- 
ing the 80-day cooling-off period provided by the 
Taft-Hartley law. The companies asked him to 
act. He replied that the negotiators could settle 
things without a strike If they would apply them- 
selves to the job. The strike came. 


Despite the pledge of the unions that vital de- 


fense and Korean shipping will not be disrupted, 
any strike of this magnitude is sure to have a 
serious effect on the nation's defense program 
and its general welfare. 


This nation is as self-sufficient as it is possible 


for any country to be, yet it is dependent in large 
measure on its shipping. Any long tie-up will be 
serious. 


The President dislikes that Taft-Hartley law 


and calls upon its provisions only as a last re- 
sort. Since he failed to invoke it in time to head 
off a strike, it is up to the administration to take 
what other steps may be available to get the 
ships sailing again. This is no time for personal 
likes and dislikes to upset American economy 
and threaten the nation's security. The people 
expect action—prompt, positive and effective.

Soviet Russia, 


For if there is to be one world, 


whose world is it to be — ours or 
theirs? And what arguments can 


mediate between Peking and Wash- I be employed — what convincing 
ington. One needed to be neither 
arguments — to establish Wash- 


pro-Chinese nor anti-American, nor 
indeed engaged or. any side, to see 
that here was something ludicrous 
happening, something that com- 
mon sense rejects and the diplo- 
matist scoffs at . . . " 


THIS IS but an instance of a 


weakening of the delicate process 
of diplomacy which is the art of 
winning friends and soothing ene- 
mies for your country. 


The testimony of General Albert

Definition Of Democracy 


What is democracy? There are many defin- 


itions, ranging all the way from the Russian 
concept to the oratory of our own holiday spell- 
binders. Here is one description: 


"Because in the administration it hath respect 


not to the few but to the multitude, our govern- 
ment is called a democracy. Where there, is not 
only an equality amongst all men in point of law 
for their private controversies, but in election to 
public office we consider neither class nor rank, 
but each man is preferred according to his vir- 
tue or to the esteem in which he is held for some 
special excellence; nor is any one put back even 
through poverty, because of the obscurity of his 
person, so long as he can do good service to the 
commonwealth." 


This was written by Thucydides, who lived in 


the Fifth century before the Christian era. Gov- 
ernments have come and gone, but this ancient 
Greek set forth a theory which is the basis of 
good government at this or any other time. 


"Equality amongst all men" and election of 


officials only because they can "do good service 
to the commonwealth" are the basic rules for 
efficient and just administration of the affairs of 
any people and in any time. 


Nobody Happy 


It now appears likely that rent controls will be 


continued, but in a compromise form which 
makes nobody eatirely happy. As framed by the 
Senate banking committee, it keeps controls but 
permits small boosts In rent and continues the 
local option plan by which communities may 
abandon controls. 


It is one of the most controversial matters with 


which Congress has had to wrestle. Proposals 
ranged all the way from the C.I.O. fight for tight 
controls at old levels to Senator Bricker's plan 
for a 61 per cent boost, later revised to 37 per 
cent. . 


The committee proposes to lift the lid so rents 


may be 20 per cent higher than in 1942. Any 
raises already granted would come out of this, 
so that in many cases the new boost would be 
only 5 per cent. 


The action, if it goes through Congress in the 


proposed form, still leaves in the hands of local 
authorities an issue too hot to handle with com- 
fort. Rent control may be dropped by any com- 
munity by action of its council, approved by the 
federal rent office. This adds local officials to the 
list of those who are unhappy over the whole 
rent problem.

Each advocates universalism, but 
each has a different concept of 
management. Thus far, the Krem- 
lin has been more successful, be- 
cause it has kept itself national- 
istic. It works for Russia. 


THE KREMLIN is building a one 


world. Stalin is building it by im- 
perialism, 
by 
propaganda, 
by 


force, by cajolery, by trickery, by 
any means at his disposal. But it 
is a one world concept that is the 
goal of Soviet diplomacy and the 
capital of that world is to be the 
Kremlin. It is a one world in the 
Russian model. 


That is why their entire effort is 


centered 
n o w on t h e word, 


"peace". By peace, Stalin' means 
unity, unification, the amalgama- 
tion of all countries in a federa- 
tion of states within the Soviet Un- 
ion, a universal state dominated 
by Russia. Their 
word, peace, 


means the destruction of the one 
world that the United States is

trying to build through the United 
Nations. 


This they call peace and all who 


oppose this concept of the world 
are warmongers, fascists, reaction- 
aries. And, of course, to them the 
worst are the Nationalists, those 
who still believe that their own 
country is worthy of reverence and 
that patriotism is a virtue. 


When diplomacy Is not guided 


by such virtue, it willy-nilly be- 
comes the tool of the Soviet, one 
world. For while it may be violent 
in its opposition to communism 
and to Russian imperialism, it, 
nevertheless, serves Statin by de- 
veloping situations beneficial to his 
purposes. The errors since Teher- 
an can thus more readily be ex- 
plained and understood, without 
personal acrimony.

Austria Wants 
Anthem Back 


Nation Was Robbed 
Of Hayden Melodj 


VIENNA! June 18 (UP)—A plagi- 


arism committed by Germany in 
1854 
has left Austria without a 


popular national anthem for the 
last six years and created serious 
tension within the cabinet council. 


Joseph Hadyn, Austria's famous 


composer, on the emperor'* orders 
in 1796 wrote a national anthem 
whose melody was kept unchanged 
to this day. 


Its text changed from "God Save 


Our Emperor Franz" to "God Pre> 
serve, God Protect Our Emperor 
and Our Country" to tj"God Bless 
Franz Joseph and Elizabeth" to 
finally in 1918, "Be Blessed Our 
Wonderful Homeland". 


In 1854, a German poet, August 


Hoffman Von Fallersleben, used 
this melody without Austrian per- 
mission for his Deutschland Lied 
which after World War One be- 
came the official German national 
anthem and which through the Hit- 
ler regime attained dubious world 
fame. 


In 1945 the Austrian cabinet, 


after 
much hesitation, 
decided 


that in view of the German abuse 
it could no longer consider the 
Haydn melody the country's na- 
iional anthem. 


A commission, set up on govern- 


ment request and including the 
country's ranking poets and musi- 
cians, worked out a new anthem 
within a year. 


Its melody, by Wolfgang Ama- 


deus Mozart and its text by Paula 
Preradovic, entitled "Country of 
ihe Mountains, Country of 
the 


Rivers", failed to gain popularity. 


On several occasions it was pub- 


icly noted that not even govern- 
ment ministers knew the text or 
melody.

nstitution of the Hadyn anthem,
